!■ SIRi BIRCH AND CARIBOO. 



The minora of Curiboo, as we anticipated, 
have not inot with much consideration from 
the gcnileman at prer.enl administering tho 
Govornraent in British Columbia. Tho pro- 
position to abolish tho road tolla baa baon 
negatived. by Mr. Birch. . Cariboo is to con« 
tinno to bear tbe brunt of the taxaiioa of 
British Columbia — tho men to whom even 
Jlr. Birch must look for a Baiary, on whom ir. 
fact tho whole Government of Iho colony 
rosla, are to be crushed by an undue weight 
of taxation, or driven, as hundreds of entcri 
prising men have already been, from the 
oountry in disgusl. Wo cannot ccmplimcnt 
Mr, Birch on either bia justioo or hia jaJg' 
ment. Uis residence iu Now Woatminaicr 
Ecema to have a/Tected both. How any per- 
son, in tliB responsible position of Ailniinia- 
tralor of tho GovernmeDt of a colony, could 
agree to a system tbat makes o^e portion of 
a oountry puy double tho amount of tasatioa 
doibanded from tbe other portions it is 
dlffibolt'to boooei've ; it Is even more diCBcnlt 
to understand tho rBasoiis assigned I)y Mr. 
Birch for his aolion.- According to hia com- 
mnnioation to the Legislative Counoil wo are 
told that, owiog to certain repressBtatioos 
uado to him by lumberers aod coal 
prospaetofs of tbe banisbips whioh would 
be lintailod on tbom by paying in ad- 
dition to the present duties tho (urthsr 
impost of 86 a ton, he has been induced to 
rafose bis sanction to tho Oouocil's roaolu- 
tion. ' Now let us aoo what sabslanoe there 
is in this overwholmiog reason, whioh has 
been bo persistetitly nsed by tho few agitii-^ 
tors around tbe oap'ital. r. Birch says that 
to impose SG a ton would be a great injury to 
tho coal, lumbering and other interests " re- 
quiring tbe investment of a large amount of 
capital belore any lolorn can be expected," 
Granting this, in what light does he look 
upon th9 industries of Coriboo? Bo not 
many of tbe projects ia tbat region reqnire 
the investment of a larga amount of capital 
before any return can be cspeoled ?" Is nut 
tho history of William'.i Creek, the history 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars expendeil 
on undertakings in which enterprise and 
capital, had to wail during many, a weary 
month fora retarO? Wheto in tho lower 
parts of British Columbia has there boon a 
fraotion expended of that enormous outlay 
which has been invested in tbo numerous 
Bchemoa for developing the mineral resources 
of Cariboo? It would bo vain to wsiit for a 
reply. Mr. Bitch himself must admit that 
tho industrious investments of the lower 
country are a more bagatelle when compared 
with those of the gold mine?. On what 
ground, , ihorefore, does ho Bucri'ico thi 
greater for the less ? If S<3 a ton is unjust 
and impolitio on enterprises near the cou.it 
how muob more unjust and impolitio ia hia 
impost in tbe interior, \ihere the prices on inn 
ported artiolea are mora than 3C0 porot. hijjlxr. 
]5ut nobody, and corlaioly not tho merchant 
or miner of Cariboo, wished to injure the 
lumbering, coal, or other inJuslriul inlcreds 
of the Lower Fraser, Every ono knows tbat 
permanent indastries like these should be 
fostered rather than retarded, and every one 
would have been perfectly satisfied at seeing 
them exempted from tho operation of ibe 80 a 
ton impost. Mr. Biich, hotvevor, never made 
tho suggestion oiihor directly or througii his 
ofRoials in the Council. If he objected to 
tbe amount or cbciracter Of tbe impost pro- 
posed, being the Legiolalor as well as tbo 
Administrator of tho country ha could iiav 
had any other substituiu for the road lulls \\ 
thought proper.
